 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 17 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 18

 A proceeding to hold a person in contempt of court for the person’s default in 21 

payment of periodic child or spousal support under the terms of a court order shall be 22 

commenced within [3] 12 years of the date each installment of support became due 23 

and remained unpaid. 24

10–102. 2 

 

 A contempt proceeding for failure to make a payment of child or spousal support 3 

under a court order shall be brought within [3] 12 years of the date that the payment 4 

of support became due. 5 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 6 

October 1, 2011. 7
